(reat Fisk, individuals try te enter into conversation as often as possibie 
with foreign sailors in order to learn the truth. Persons who listen to 
forcign broadcasts say that the situation is strained but that war 4s still 
a Leng way off. However, some individuals are beginning to hoard food. 

The introduction of controls, the reinforcement of fire=fighting apparatus 
in all large factories, and an order issued concerning the restoration of 
volunteer antieaircraft defense at factories and irmortant institutions 
age vegarded as indications of the seriousness of the situation. There 
are also serious rumors about the arrival in Leningrad of important anti~ 
tiveraft formations and baiioons. but source himself has not seen such 
wits or equinment.

The Cuirassier Barracks on Krasnogvardeiskaya Ulitea, Gatchina, have 
been repaired and restored since the war. A tank reginent, equipped 
for air operations, is stationed there. 


Only the headquarters of the air infantry is in Gatchina. Units (not 
less than three battalions) are in a special area in which warm bute 
have been crected. This area is southwest of Gatchina, near the village 

of Izvara (59°20'N, 29°30'R) on the Volosove ~ Mshinekeya railway. In 

igvara itself there are parachute towers, and all through the summer 
large-scale maneuvers were held there.

In the town of Jikulyaay on the shore of Lake Ladoga is the large 
parachytist school of the Leningrad District. The headquarters of 
this school is at Shlisselburg. The school trains parachutists for 
direct action, i.e., sudden attack on centers, sabotage, blowing up 

of bridges. Ohief attention is paid to individual training and 
4nstruction. Maneuvers for the landing of small detachments for action 
4n the rear of the enemy are held on Leke Ladoga. At present there 
are over 500 pupils at this school, all members of the Komsomol. 
Berracks of a temporary type have been erected for them. According 

to rumor, in winter thie school, will be transferred to enother place 
because of a lack of winter accommodations. ‘The complete course lasts 
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mine months and ends on 1 March. On completion of the course, one of the 
ctudents, a sailor, will be granted the rank of midshipman. Commandant 
of the school is Guards Colonel Sokolov, Hero of the Soviet Union. His 
nesistant is Guards Major Gurov.

At Lomonosov (Oranitenbaum) four artillery positions are located on the 
coast but no one is allowed on the const and there is barbed wire at 
this point. The bathing beach is one kilometer west of the fortification. 


it is difficult now to approach the Menshikov Palace, as guards ask 
reasons. The palace ia occupied by a government institution, apparently 
ecientific. Residents say that Germans work thers, but they have no . 
contact whatever with the population. 


The crossing of the Finnish frontier is dangerous.as it is very well 
guarded. In many places fox-traps with electric signals have been 
installed. Although Lake Ladoga is now under complete Soviet control, 
patrol lannches keep a watch on the shores and all fishermen are listed. 


Reportedly because of partisan activity in the area, the Kirovskaya 
Railway (to Mormansk) is strongly guarded by armored trains, which 
sometimes go even as far as the Svir River, The chief area of partisan 
activities is north of Petrozavodsk. 
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
